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Clamp 
down on 
betting 
shops 


THE council is pressing for changes 
in the law to prevent betting shops 
opening up anywhere they want. 

Residents have been critical at the 
number of uncontrolled betting shops 
springing up. They say it encourages 
gambling by people who are often least 
able to afford it. 

At the moment bookies wanting to open 
a betting shop don’t necessarily need to 
make a planning application. Now the 
council has passed a unanimous motion 
calling on the government to introduce 
changes to the planning laws affecting 
betting shops. 

Under current legislation, councils are 
not usually able to take into account the 
number of betting shops already in an 
area when they consider an application 
for a new one. 

There are currently 53 betting shops 
in the borough, with 13 in Eltham, 12 in 
Woolwich and nine in Plumstead. The 
others are in Thamesmead, Abbey Wood, 
Greenwich, Blackheath and Charlton. 

The change in law would mean that 
most new ones would need planning 
permission to open. 

Councillors say they are not against 
betting shops but they are concerned by

High Court rejects fire 
station closure challenge 


WOOLWICH fire station 
will close along with nine 
others across the capital 
after the failure of a High 
Court challenge. 

Councillors expressed 
disappointment at news 
that the High Court had 
rejected a legal challenge 
from the royal borough 
and six other councils. The 
councils had argued that 
cuts to the capital’s fire 
service were flawed and 
should not go ahead. 

Greenwich had joined 
Islington, Southwark, 
Camden, Tower Hamlets, 
Hackney and Lewisham 
councils, in seeking a 
judicial review of the cuts 
that will also lead to the 


loss of 14 fire appliances 
and 552 firefighter posts. 

The cuts had been 
proposed by the London 
Mayor, the London Fire 
Comissioner and backed 
by the London Fire & 
Emergency Planning 
Authority. 

The authorities had 
argued that the London 
Mayor’s plan does not 
take into account fire 
risk factors in boroughs 
that are densely 
populated, have high 
numbers of deprived and 
disadvantaged residents 
at greater risk from fire, a 
large number of high-rise 
buildings, and where fire 
responses are often more 


complex. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: “We have fought as 
hard as possible to save 
Woolwich fire station, 
and are extremely 
disappointed with the 
result. 

“Far more disappointing 
is that the cuts will now 
go ahead, and Woolwich 
- together with other fire 
stations across London - will 
soon be lost forever. As we 
argued in court, our concern 
is that these cuts will make 
residents less safe, and there 
will be longer response 
times in serious incidents.”

the growing saturation in 
some areas. The move comes 
amid a range of council 
initiatives designed to tackle 
poverty and help local people 
get off benefits and into 
work.

Troubled waters 

Council urges action after devastating flooding

THE ROYAL borough is urging the 
Environment Agency to take urgent 
action on blocked drains which may 
have caused scores of Eltham homes 
to flood in heavy rains. 

The council has contacted the 
Environment Agency expressing concern 
at the level of flooding - mainly thought to 
be caused by a blocked drain. 

It follows torrential rains and gale-force 
winds which wreaked havoc in the run up 
to Christmas Day and again on New Year’s 
Day. Last week the Environment Agency 
urged local people to be prepared for more 
heavy rain and strong winds by signing up 
for free flood warnings. 

Scores of homes had tiles and slates 
lifted off leaving property open to the 
elements, while trees and heavy branches 
came down, blocking roads and pavements 
across the borough. 

Among the worst-hit areas was Westhor ne 
Avenue in Eltham, where gardens flooded 
and water poured into dozens of homes. 
Council staff went door-to-door to check if 
any vulnerable people were at risk. 

Council staff also sent in a powerful 
‘gully sucker’ to try to pump away the 
water. But it was an endless task, and 
they were still at it hours later. They also 
arranged for sandbags to be delivered. 

The royal borough’s emergency and 
housing teams were inundated with 
calls for help, from the Monday night of 
Christmas week and around 50 council 
staff worked long hours giving help and 
advice, and calling in builders, electricians 
and plumbers where vital repairs were 
needed. 

Other badly affected areas included: 


• Four tower blocks in Woolwich - Elliston 
House, Nightingale Heights, Bloomfield 
Road and Villas Road Towers - where rain 
poured in from the roof flooding communal 
areas and foyers 

• Harvey Gardens in Charlton, where 
water got in after roof tiles blew off 

• Maribor Burney Street in West 
Greenwich, where residents had to use 
buckets to catch water after roof tiles lifted 

• Little Heath in Charlton, where water 
coming in through gutters and downpipes 
seeped into homes 

•Alnwick Road in Eltham, where council 
staff had to secure dangerous guttering 
hanging off a building 

• Cleveley Close in Charlton, where a 
three by six-metre brick wall blew down. 

The borough’s parks and open spaces were 


also badly-hit. Sixty-five separate incidents 
were reported, and are being dealt with 
in priority order after council staff talk to 
residents. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, said: “Our 
staff are very good at rallying round when 
it comes to a crisis, and helping people to 
make the best of a difficult and distressing 
situation. Working with the emergency 
services and other partners, they did all 
they could to make sure homes were as dry 
and as safe as possible so people had a better 
chance of enjoying the festive season.”

Top notch 

Milestone for £ 225 m development

THE £225 million Greenwich Square 
regeneration project has been 
officially ‘topped out’ in a ceremony 
to mark the development’s first 
major construction milestone. 

The development is set to transform 
the former Greenwich District Hospital 
site by providing 645 new homes. The 
ceremony celebrated the construction of 
the highest point of Block 1 which will 
provide 121 affordable apartments. 

The block will also house the new 
Greenwich Centre, a community facility 
that will provide a gymnasium, two 
swimming pools, council services, a 
library and a medical practice, plus 
flexible space for community use. 

At the heart of the development, a 
public square has been designed to 
create a community hub which will be 
surrounded by cafes, restaurants and 
other amenities. The new homes within 
this part of the development will range 
from apartments and maisonettes with 
balconies to terraced family houses with 
landscaped gardens. 

The affordable homes will be available 
from March through L&Q, one of the 
UK’s largest housing associations, and 
will include 144 shared ownership and 170 
social rent homes. 

L&Q sales director Cathy Lloyd said: 
“Greenwich is such a desirable location 
due to its great connections into the City, 
and the area has a thriving community 
that will be enhanced with the new 
facilities on site.”

LOVE stories featured prominently 
when a poet presented memories 
collected on Silver Sunday back to 
residents. 

Written in the first person, Gemma 
Seltzer’s poem combined into one story 
reminiscences put on 50 ‘post a memory’ 
postcards sent to her by Age UK Bromley 
and Greenwich after October’s Silver 
Sunday event. 

The branch was one of the partners in the 
event, along with the royal borough, and the 
material was presented to Cllr John Fahy 
by the organisation in front of about 20 
residents of Dave Ramsey House, sheltered 
accommodation in Plumstead. 

One line read: “We met at a Valentine’s 
Day dance and waltzed all night, but during 
our life together we never danced again.” 

Another tale related how a man had 
accidentally tapped his elbow against a 
woman’s arm in a market place and a year 
later the pair were married. 

“I met my wife over a cup of tea and we’ve 
not stopped talking since,” read another 
line. 

Other memories to feature included 
watching Crystal Palace burning down, 
being called up to serve in Egypt and 
knowing Frankie Howard because his 


father was a local roofer. 

It also recorded how an 82-year-old still 
does ballroom and Latin dancing and that a 
77-year-old still does tai chi daily. 

Gemma told GT: “There were lots of 
childhood memories and also reflections of 
what life is like in the borough now, from 
doing ballroom dancing to tai chi. 

“There was a wide spectrum of people 
doing different things. 

“Generally there was a sense of people 
continuing active lives.” 

Cllr Fahy, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for older people, was presented 
with Gemma’s work by Age UK B&G. 

He praised its director Maureen Falloon 
of Age UK G&B for being one of the people 
who insisted that the borough should 


celebrate Silver Sunday, a national event 
for over-60s that combined celebrating their 
achievements as well as introducing them 
to new activities. 

“Silver Sunday was a really invigorating 
event and we’re going to do it again next 
year,” he said. 

Talking of the presentation, he added: 
“Just because you grow old it doesn’t mean 
you have lost your memory.” He added that 
in the new year more activities would be 
planned for older people. 

Gemma had also visited Dave Ramsey 
residents in October to hear people’s 
personal stories and presented about 10 
with personal poems.

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AWARD winner Keith Walters turned 
presenter at the end of last term, giving 
out certificates to youngsters who had 
taken up a national boxing awards 
scheme. 

Keith, from Greenwich, received an 
OBE for services to boxing in 2013 having 
been president of the Amateur Boxing 
Association of England for eight years. 

He was back at grass roots level to 
visit St Thomas More School, Eltham, to 
present preliminary level certificates on a 
national boxing award scheme to 11 girls 
and two boys. 

The course, which has several stages 
and can lead to a GCSE, teaches them not 
only to box but about the whole package 
of sport, such as nutrition and health. 

In time, they could also help their coach, 
Greenwich’s Kerry Cook, instruct others. 

“The kids absolutely love it,” said Kerry, 
“It teaches them about healthy eating, 
hygiene and how to keep yourself. This 
bit of the course is non-contact.” 

Kerry is a boxing coach and judge and 
a liaison officer for the England ABA 
and volunteers to run the courses, which 
he hopes to extend to other schools. He 
already has courses planned for two 
Harris academies. 

The national boxing awards are designed 
as a fun recreational programme for all 
levels, ages and abilities.

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Royal borough gymnasts head opposition at annual competition 

Greenwich tops table

GYMNASTS from Greenwich have 
proved the royal borough’s legacy 
for sport after the London Olympics 
is paying off and growing. 

The team represented Thomas Tallis 
School, where the borough’s gymnastics 
programme is run by Greenwich Leisure 
Limited, the council’s leisure partners. 

In the annual contest, held in 
December, about 580 youngsters took 
part, 130 more than had done so a year 
before, indicating a rise in participation. 

Taking 29 medals, including 14 golds, 
the Thomas Tallis team finished top of 
the table. 

The event was put on by GLL for teams 
representing 16 leisure centres it runs 
across 10 London boroughs. 

Second were Hendon Leisure Centre 
(Barnet, 27 medals) and third were 
Clapham (Lambeth, 20). 

Youngsters between the age of five 
and 16 performed in front of 2,000 
spectators at the purpose-built, state- 
of-the-art facilities that were built with 
borough funding under its commitment 
to provide a legacy from the London 
Olympics of facilities available to the 
community. The Royal Borough has 
invested £6.5 million to enhance the 
newly built sporting facilities at Thomas 
Tallis and Crown Woods College.
